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BEWARE OF SUBSTITUTIONS 
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BY ROOSEVELT 


President Takes Si Secretary's 
Place on the Lid, 


Roosevelt Reached Washington at 
Midnight from His Western 
Trip—He Will Probably 
Visit the South This 
Fall. 


Washington, May !!.—President Roose- 
velt reached home at midnight tonight 
from his western trip, which he regards 
as one of the most enjoyable journeys he 
hat taken since he has been presi- 
Gert. He traveled 6,006 miles, and pass- 
ead through twelye states and three terri- 
tcries—Maryland, Pennsylvani Ohio, 
Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois, issouri, 
Kansas, Indian Territory, Texas, Okla- 
homa, New Mexico, Colorado, Nebraska 
and Iowa. . 

Every state and territory in the United 
Biates has been visited by Mr. Roose- 
velt since he became president, and it 
is his intention to accept the hospitality 
of these states before his term is fin- 
ished. It is probable that he will make a 
tour of the south some time before the 
convening of congress in the fall of 
this year.

SOME HARROWING STORIES - 
OF THE WORK OF TORNADO 


t 


Vernon, Tex., May 1!1!.~The first ‘train 
from Snyder since the tornado struck 
that town Jast night arrived here at-~4 
O'clock this afterndon. Passengers of 
this train gave a story of fearful losa 
of life and property destruction. 

Snyder is about a mile square. The 
tornado struck the town just a littl> 
west of the southwest corner of the 
 towhship. Its pathway was about half 
a mile wide and in this strip there is not 
a vestage of anything left and in places 
the ground is literally plowed up. To 
the west of the pathway everything is 
devastated with @he exception of one or 
two stone stores. The course of the 
tornado was due northeast. 

Everything Swept Away. 

Snyder is crossed by two tracks of the 
Frisco system, one traverses the town 
just a little north of its eenter and runs 
east and: west. The other runs north 
and soufh about half way between the 
_center of the town and the eastern edge. 
| Not a thing remains north and west of 
_the junction of these tracks except the 
| depot building and a water tank, both 
| twinted, 
| The tornado struck the town at 7:40 
|p. m. Just preceding it there was 1 
heavy rain storm, accompanied.by vivid 
iflashes of lightning and _ deafening 
' thunder, 

Nearly all of the homes in Snyder ha@é@ 
storm cellars and during this heavy 
downpour many sought shelter in these 
cellars. 

Then there was a let up of perhaps 
ten minutes, during which time. many, 
thinking that the storm had broken, left 
their places of refuge and returned to 
| their houses. Then with a deafening 
irumbling noise the funnel shaped cloul 
‘dipped to earth, apparently 2 miles from

the town and with appalling velocity 
|crashed through the town. Many were 
|caught between their houses and the 
storm cellars and killed outright. Others 
remained in their houses and perished 
when the houses were demolished. 


Scream. of the Operator. 
The first intimation the outside world 
had of the cyclone was at 7:40 o'clock 
| when the long distance operator at Hc- 
bart heard the long distance operator 
the Snyder exchange scream. ‘The 
cause of this scream was the destrue- 
tion of ‘the Snyder telephone building, 
Which was a Jong narrow wood building,

As tfie wind whipped off the front end 
of this building a heavy piece of wood 
was driven into the side of the head of 
the .manager sitting at his desk.

A box car loaded with sacks of 
cement that was near the round house 
was demolished, and the cement was 
scattered over 2 miles. Another box car

| The two cotton gins of the town were 
completely demolished, One of the boil- 
ers standing had all thy steam fittings

| the town, had its entire front literally 
pulled out.

Hand of Man Found. 

An unknown old man today found the 
hang of a man near the edge of the 
storm's path. This man had his left hand 
cut off at the wrist by a piece of whirl- 
ing timber. He had an idea that the 
member he found was his own. He was 
crazed from his experience, and it was 
only when he was shown his right hand 
and the member he had found was a 
right hand that he became reconciled. He 
is now in the hospital, too crazed to 
talk coherently. No one knows him. 

Twenty people were rescued from a 
storm cellar this morning, having been 
imprisoned by light debris. None of them 
were injured. Less than 40 yards away, 
in another storm cellar, three people 
were foung dead. The roof had been 
carried away and wreckage was sent 
crashing into the hole. Every telephone 
role in town except one was blown 
away. 

Eleetrician Russell, of the Vernon ex- 
change, went to Snyder today, and, find- 
ing enough wire, he rigged up a telephone. 
The telephone instrument now in use was 
found about 100 yards from the path 
of the tornado, and, as yet, it is not 
known from where it was blown. It is 
uninjured. 


Little Boy Cries for “Daddy.” 

A pitiful case came to light today. 
«A little 2-year-old, flaxen haired boy 
was located in a pile of wreckage by 
his cries. He continually calls for ‘“‘Dod- 
Gy!’ but no one in Snyder knows the 
child, nor can it be learned whether or 
net his parents were killed. 

One woman was brought to the morgue 
tcday who had an immense wooden sliver 
driven through her left breast. The end 
of the sliver was protruding just above 
the abdomen. Her left ear was severed 
clean from the head. In her right arm 
she was holding a dead babe. 

A peculiar thing that has been ob- 
scrveqd is that every corpse thus far 
found has been without shoes. In many 
fistances, all the hair was stripped from 
the head. All the bodies found are 
black and blue and appear as :f they 
were pummeled by the wind. Several are 
so disfigured that it is impossible to 
identify them. 

A carload of supplies is being for- 
wurded from this place to Snyder. Rigig

Tornado Came Through Gap. 

The tornado came through a gap in 
these chains. that is southwest of the 
town. The source of the cyclone was 
true to the formation of the mountain 
chain, it keeping entirely in the valley 
us long as it could we observed. 

The Frisco road is doing everything pos- 
sible to get suppllés to the stricken place. 
Just prior to the cyclone and immediately 
after the cessation of the heavy rain, 
there was a drop in the temperature esti- 
mated to be, at least, 30. degrees. 

A small frame hotel that stood about 
two blocks west of the junction of the 
Frisco tracks was folded up. This ho- 
tel originally stood about 35 feet high, 
and it is now compactly folded, and is 
not more than 8 feet high. No one Was 
killed in this hotel. 

A former dry goods store has been 
turned into a morgue. This building was 
literally gutted of its contents, and the 
front of the building and the roof is gone. 
The bodies of babies are put on the top 
‘shelf of this store, bodies of children 
| between five and ten years are placed on 
the second shelf from the top, bodies of 
children of a larger growth are placed 
cn the third shelf. from the top, and 
those of adults placed on the bottom 
shelves.

No Funnel-Shaped Formation. 

The havoc wrought by the tornado is 
complete. Out of a town of 1,000 people,. 
rot more than a score of houses are in- 
tact, while two-thirds of the buildings 
ere totally wrecked. 

The storm formed south of Olustee, 
near the Texas line, and took a north- 
easterly course, through a well settied 
section. At 8 o'clock, it was observed 
by the people of Snyder, but the usual 
furnel shaped formation was lacking, 
and, though the roar was plainly heard 
for* some time, before the storm broke, 
many were of the opinion that it was a 
hail storm. Within a few minutes the 
sky became suddenly dark, and a terri- 
fic Gownpour of rain began, lasting for 
several minutes, when ‘it stopped almost 
as suddenly as it had commenced. A 
fow moments after, an ominous calm fol- 
lowed. and then the tornado struck, tear- 
ing buildings to pleces as though they 
were made of paper. 
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‘cellars were caught in the streets and 
hetween buildings, while some were lifted 
Ligh in the air and dashed to the ground, 
| as though hurled from a catapult, while 
| others were struck by flying debris and 

recognition.

The meager news de- 
scribing the slaughter of Jews at 
Zhitomir, in southwestern Russia, 
paints that event in even more ab- 
horrent colors than its predecessor. 
Practically the only alleviating fea- 
ture is the fact that the Jews, having 
learned a lesson from the affair at 
Kishinef, appear to have done their 
utmost to sell their lives dearly in 
the more recent instance. 

Significant symptoms growing out 
of these two outrages give rise to the 
suspicion that St. Petersburg is not 
altogether guiltless in its failure to 
forestall them. It is well known that 


the government had received many | 
intimations from Kishinef that the. 
anti-Semitic feeling was reaching the | 
danger point long before the out-| 
break occurred. Yet the steps taken

The ministry 
Was given ample warning that at- 
tacks on Hebrews were contemplated 
and that the crisis might come at 
any moment. Yet the orders essen- 
tial to the preservation of life and 
property bear all the. earmarks of 
having been issued in such listless 


the fatal clash had occurfed. 

The negative attitude of the au- 
thorities is capable of a logical if 
rather cynical interpretation. Fully 
aware of the rabid anti-Semitic senti 
ment throughout the empire, it is 
possible that they are adroitly blind- 
ing themselves to the violent out- 
breaks resulting therefrom, hoping 
thus to streugthen the popular hold 
of the government at a time when 
it is none too wel] assured. It is an 
easy matter, of course, to issue 
stringent orders—and leave their en- 
forcement to the discretion of “in- 
spired” officials. Such a policy would 
maintain a semblance of decency be- 
fore the eyes of civilization, while 
opposing no insuperable obstacles to 
the sinister programme of the gov- 
ernment. This theory is, moreover, 
borne out by the terms of the recent 
imperial ukase. Religious and polit- 
ical concessions of the most liberal 
nature were extended to all classes 
of citizens, even Mohammedans—save 
only the Jews. 

The latter Russia does not want, 
under any conditions. The sweeping 
‘prejudice knows no distinctions, em. 
‘bracing with equal impartiality the 
petty, and perhaps undesirable, money 
lender and the educated, intelligent 
citizen who deals in large projects 
and whose energies, if properly di- 
irected, could be made to further the 
‘development of the country. Nor is 
this militant prejudice confined to 
‘the ignorant and besotted peasantry. 
‘In all its virulence it runs through 
the entire social system of the nation. 
‘It will be remembered, in this con- 
'nection, that the Grand Duke Sergius; 
one of the most cultured of the ruling 
'clique, was from his youth up to the 
| day ‘of his assassiration one of the 
most unrelenting forces behind Jew- 
‘ish persecutions. His venom went so 
‘far as to prohibit a member of the 
despised race even the privilege of 
one night’s lodging in Moscow, when 
he was the governor of that city. 

No more illuminating example of 
the sway of medievalism over the 
‘ezar’s dominion could be found than 
‘this identical frenzy concerning the 
|people of Israel], To an extent, of 
‘course, anti-Semitism is encountered 
‘in France and other European coun- 
tries; but it is of a widely different 
‘stamp from the proscriptive, bloody, 
insensate variety obtaining in Russia. 


Ogden Philanthropy and Its Motives. 
The eighth annual conference for 
education in the south, recently held 
in Columbia, S. C., was fruitful in a 
better understanding by southerners 
‘of the real purposes and motives ac- 
ituating northern philanthropy in the 
‘southern educational field. In certain 
' quarters there has been some slight 
‘disposition to see a sinister desig 
behind the fair-spoken words of Mr. 
‘Ozden and his northern confreres—a 
| design, it is needless to say, closely 
‘but insidiously connected with the 
| south’s peculiar local problems. 
It was, doubtless, the knowledge oi 
ithe existence of this skeptical under- 
‘current of public thought at the south 
i that led our northern friends of south- 
ern education to make some signifi-

lof the late conference. Such a paper 
was that read by Dr. Ernest Hamlin 
Abbott, one of the editors of The Out- 
look, the well-known New York re- 
i'view of national opinions and events. 


Dr. Abbott addressed the conference 
on the subject of “Sectional Misappre- 
hensions,’ and those who followed 
him had certain significant things 
pretty cleariy elucidated to them. Dr. 
Abbott spoke of the “new north,” a 
phrase, in its way, as eloquent of evo- 
lution as the “new south,” and as sig- 
nificant of national fraternity. Among 
other things the New York editor 


said:

We believe that the so called recon- 
struction period wrought more for sec- 
tonal misunderstanding and animosity 
than all the bitterness of war; -that 
the prime blunder of that period was 
that the sovereign people of the nation 
| permitted the federal government to 
base its action on distrust of the there- 
tofore sovereign people of the south. 

With reference tq the present and fu- 
ture, what we believe may be stated in 
this wise. . 

Race integrity is. to be assumed in any 
discussion of the problems affecting our 
country. This does not mean that in 
the American people of the future there 
will not be the blood of many peoples. 
* = * But it does mean that the di- 
Vision of mankind into certain great 
distinct races will continue in America, 
So far as we oan see, tor al! tfme. 

This being true, the American ideal 
must include not only justice to every 
man, but also justice to every race, * * * 

But this shguld be clear, as a north- 
ern man said to me with emphasis, race 
justice means justice not only ito the mi- 
nority races, but also justice to the ma- 
jority race; fairness to the negro and 
the Mongol, and also to the white. 

Civi] liberty, we also believe, ought, 
under a democraitic government, to be 
guaranteed to every man, woman and 
child; but the right to administer the 
instruments of government is not a part 
of civil liberty; this right is limited in 
every free government. So long as the 
community observes the principle of jus- 
tice to the individual, and justice to the 
race, the community, as such, is, as it 
should be, free to decide how and by 
whom the government should be ad- 
ministered. In other words, the state 
has the right to determine, by any mode 
consistent with race justice, what con- 
dition and limitations shall. be put upon 
the exercise of ghe franchise. * * * 

The distinction between industrial and 
higher edu¢ation is a false distinction; 
there is only one kind of education which 
is higher than «sny other; that is the 


) 


-education which enables a life to render 


the utmost possible service that paruvu- 
har life can render to the com- 
munity. * * * 

Sectional misapprehensions will disap- 
pear when we all recognize that there 
are two ideals which are not open for 
discussion: First, the best practicable 
development of each individual and each 
race; and, second, at the same time the 
scrupulous preservation of nace _  in- 
tegrity. 

These are sentiments to which every 
patriotic and intelligent southerner 
can subscribe without in the least 
compromising his dearest sentiment 
of patriotism or sacrificing an iota of 
his convictions on the negro question. 
The consistent southern friends of the 
well-being of the negro would no more 
deny him his civil rights than they 
would deny him the right of compe- 
tition with white labor to earn his 
daily bread, and we are glad that the 
“new north,” speaking through Dr. 
Abbott, is at last able to differentia‘e 
vetween inherent human rights and 
political privileges as applied to ne- 
gro citizens of southern states. In 
basing the privilege of the ballot on 
intellectual qualifications, certain 
states of the south have simply ex- 
ercised their right “to decide how and 
by whom the government should be 
administered.” The question is not a 
race question at all, but a question of 
honest, decent, self-respecting govern- 
ment, and not at all inconsistent with 
“race justice.” The south has iong 
ago learned that “the scrupulous 
preservation of race integrity” is only 
possible through a rigid adherence to 
the present unwritten laws that gov- 
ern the relations of the two races in 
this section, and the tacit admission 
of Dr. Abbott, who speaks with au- 
thority for the Ogden contingent, that 
the solution of the so called race prob- 
lem lies in thus continuing to maintain 
our race integrity, should be accepted 
at the south as an earnest of our 
northern friends’ proper intentions in 
the premises. 

All] things considered, it is well that 
the “new north” and the “new south” 
have a thorough mutual understand- 
ing on these vital propositions, pre- 
liminary to moving shoulder to shoul- 
der for the educational uplift of the 
southern masses, white and plack.

Professor Hart. 
{From The Washington Post.) 

A Harvard professor, espestaJiy a Har- 
vard professor of history, ought to he 
Well acquainted, intimately acquainted. 
indeed, with the classics, especially the 
English classics. In the middle of the 
eighteenth century, Henry Fielding gave 
to letters and to mankind a work 07 
transcedent genius that is one of the 
most priceless of the clasics—‘‘Tom Jones 
a Foundling.’’ This work is divided into 
“books.”” and each book is introduced bv 
a chapter of pertinent comment on men. 
things, and events. all breathing the 
shrewdest wisdom and delightfulest sa- 
tire. In one of them the author ventures 
the startling and demoralizing propost- 
tion that one would be a# no less amns- 
ing or instructive writer if he knew 
something about the subject he under- 
took to treat. 

Somebody ought to commend 
chapter to Albert Bushnell Hart. 
fessor of history at Harvard University. 
who lately delivered himself of a chap- 
ter upon a subject of which he is not 
oniy densely, but defiantly, ienorant, 
viz. the south. The deal of misinfor- 
mation the professor has accumulated fs 
immense in volume and astonishing in 
matter. It is about such stuff as some 
Roman of Trajan’s day might have wr't- 
ten of Judea after the fall of Herod the 
Great and before the victory of Titus. 
Such as a worthless rake of the restora- 
tion might have eald of Ireland, thit 
had been harried by English for somes 
two centuries. 

Here is a sample of Professor 
“Why should the negro 
protection when the white man is 
less against any personal white enemy 
who chooses to shoot him down tn the 
street: when not one white murderer in 
one hundred is punished for his crime?” 
At the very moment this historian wos 
penning that question there was not 4 
citv, not a town, not a village, not a 
hamlet. not one rod of ground south of 
the Potomac’and the Ohio. where fhuv- 
man life was not safer, and the law cf 
the land more rigidly executed, than in 
Chicago. 

Professor Hart has been talking with 
somebody who has amused himself at 
the learned Theban’s expense. There !{s 
not a single human being at the south. 
of either race or efther sex, or anv age 
or any condition, who would not laus': 
at such poppycock as this from tha 
learned Harvard savant: “The most In- 
telligent white people admit the fact 
that they are trying to keep the 
down, because otherwise the lowest 
white men would marry negro women.” 
No man who knows anything about the 
south would ask if ignorance could 29 
further than that. It is the jumping- 
off place. It is notorious, and has been 
for centuries, that the antipathy between 
the lowest white men, as the learned 
historian calls them, and the negroes !s 
far more intense and inplacable than tt 
is between the highest and the | 
blacks. Everybody knows that except 
this erudite professor of history. 

Perhaps one scholer had Kansas ir his | 
mind when he took this off his pen: 
“Good people (in the south) rarely make 
much distinction between the man who 
is guilty and the man who looks like 1 
criminal: between shooting him down in | 
the street or burning him at the stake; | 
between burning the guilty man or his 
innocent wife: between the quiet family 
inferno with only two or three hundre1 
spectators and a first-class. advertised 
auto-da-se with special trains, and the | 
children of the public schools in the | 
foreground.”

“Mr. Stevens’ memory appears to serve 
him badly and I will fill in the broken 
\links. He states that I personally went 
'to his office, on my own account, about 
| April |, to induce him to give out iInfor- 
mation relative to the heavy purchase of 
fertilizer tags. Mr. Stevens knows very 
wel] that he called me up by telephone 
that day, stating that large orders were 
being received for tags and that Rte 
would like to cal at my office or have 
me come to his office to discuss the 
situation. I immediately oalled on him, 
Mr. Stevens told me that more tags were 
being ordered this year than last, and 
that the farmers would evidently plant 
more cotton and use more guano than 
ever before. I asked him @f the sale of 
tags meant actual orders for guano and 
sales to farmers? He replied that it did. 
I then said that the information should 
be given to the public at once, in order 
that every farmer in the state should be 
sut upon notice, and that I would im- 
mediately take steps to check the de- 
mand before it was too hate. But Mr. 
Stevens deceived me, as I have since 
found out that the farmers of Georgia 
have nobly lived up to their pledge, as I 
believed they would, and that the sale 
of tags does not indicate the actual sales 
of guano. J do not believe in deception 
and concealment of facts upon any mat- 
ter which vitally affects the Interests of 
the entire people of the state. When 
that sort of thing becomse necessary I 
will resign my position as president of 
the Southern Cotton Association. and 
any other publile official should do the 
same thing. or be forced out of office. 
Either Mr. Stevens knew that the fer- 
tilizer companies were buying tags to 
create a demand which had not ma- 
terlalized, or that they were laying in a 
supply of tags anticipating a demsnd 
later on, or he was willing to let the 
farmers of the state plunge headlong to 
their financial destruction and quietly 
refuse to open his mouth or lift his hand 
to stay the impending disaster. My in- 
vestigations disclosed the fact two weeks 
later that the tags were being reckless- 
Iy wasted, thousands of them having 
been thrown around carelessly in cars, 
and that the actual sales of guano 
farmers would fall far short of last 
vear. IT at once furnished this informa- 
tion to Mr. Stevens and asked him to 
rigidly investigate and stop this misuse 
of tags, as every tag cost the farmers 
of the state | eent, whether properly 
used or not. This was the only issue 
involved in this long-drawn-out contro- 
versyv. Mr. Stevens also knows that the 
present fertilizer bill was largely 
nared in his office and that T onlw In- 
-ornorated in it certain sections which I 
deemed much better than the old law. 
He also said the ré}l as framed would 
sive him all the pe®ver required to con- 
trol the fertilizer business in Georgia. I 
believe the law is a good one, ff fully 
enforced.
